The  whole  District  is  divided'  into  three  Sub-districts,  they  are  as  follows  : — 

Sandbach,  having  an  area  of  17.857  acres,  and  a population  of  8,745,  includes  Smallwood,  Odd  Rode, 
Church  Lawton,  Hassall,  Belchton,  Wheelock,  Arclid,  Bradwall,  Tetton,  Moston  and  Elton. 

Church  Hulmi?,  having  an  area  of  14,912  acres,  and  a population  of  3,066,  includes  Goostrey-cum- 
Barnshaw,  Blackden,  Twemlow,  Cranage.  Leese,  Church  Hulme_.  Swettenham,  Kermincham, 
Brereton-ciim-Smethw  icii,  and  Davenport. 

Congleton,  having  an  area  of  7.886  acres,  and  a population  of  10.34,  includes  Somerford,  Somerford 
Booths,  Huinie  Walfield,  Newbold  Astbury,  and  Moreton-cum-Alcumlow. 

Binth-nates  for  the  Districts  are  : — Sandliach,  23‘5  ; Church  Hulme,  20  5 ; Congleton,  19'3. 

Death-rates  for  the  Districts  are  : — Sandbach,  13-1  ; Church  Hulme,  lO  ; Congleton,  9 67. 

Infant  Mortality.  — 17  Deaths  have  occurred  in  Infants  under  the  age  of  twelve  months,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  of  56  8 per  1,000  Births. 

Zymotic  Disease.  — There  have  been  6 deaths  from  Zymotic  Disease  in  the  District,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  '4.  The  6 de-aths  were  from  Scarletina  2,  Whooping  Cough  2,  Enteric  1,  and  Enteritis  1. 

Infectious  Disease. — I have  received  69  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  in  notifications,  made  up 
as  follows: — Typhoid  4,  Scarletina  44,  ■ Diphtheria  16,  Erysipelas  5. 

— . Typhoid  Fever. — One  case  occurred  at  Wheelock  .Heath  and  was  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  ; 
this  man  had  been  working  at  Haslington  and  living  there,  he  came  home  arid  was  taken  ill'  at  his  own 
home. 


Of  the  other  cases  one  was  at  Hall  Green,  one  at  Scholar  Green,  and  one  at  Mount  Pleasant.  In 
each  of  these  cases  every  precaution  was  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  complaint,  the  dejecta  being 
burnt  or  hurried  in  quicklime  after  thorough  disinfection. 

SCdPletinai — 44  cases  have  been  reported  this  year  against  59  last  year  in  the  different  localities, 
tilworth  had  6,  Lawton  5,  Astbury  9,  Betchton  1.  Holmes  Chapel  13,  Cranage  2,  Somerford  Booths  4, 
Mow  Cop  1,  Rode  Heath  2,  Mount  Pleasant  1.  19  of  these  cases  were  treated  at  the  Sanatorium  and 
the  others  at  home. 

Diphtheria.  - 1C  Cases  were  notified  this  year  against  17  last  year.  1 at  Rode  Heath,  1 at 
Elworth,  1 at  Lawton,  1 at  Scholar  Green,  5 at  Mount  Pleasant,  2 at  Thurlwood,  1 at  Hall  Green,  1 at 
\^  heelock  Heath,  2 at  Cranage,  and  1 at  Hassall  Green.  15  of  these  cases  were  treated  at  the  Sanatorium. 
Antitoxine  has  been  supplied  when  wanted,  a stock  being  kept  at  my  hou.se  and  the  house  of  the  Inspector. 

SlYia.lipox. — 1 am  glad  lo  say  that  we  have  had  no  cases  this  year  in  the  District 

Erysipelas.  — 5 Cases  only  were  reported  to  me,  they  all  recovered. 

Infantile  Paralysis.  — No  cases  of  this  complaint  have  been  reported  to  me  during  the  past 

year. 

Anthrax.  — I have  had  no  cases  reported  for  two  years,  and  I think  the  excellent  precautions  taken 
by  the  County  are  gradually  stamping  this  disease  out. 

Isolation  Hospitals.  — Phe  Hospital  ai  West  Heath  was  very  full  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
owing  to  the  outbreak  of  Scarletina.  in  Congleton,  and  consequently  we  could  not  send  so  many  cases  there 
as  I should  have  liked,  but  I managed  to  get  in  every  case  that  could  not  be  isolated  at  home  or  where 
premises  were  used  as  a public  business  and  consequently  would  have  been  a source  of  danger  if  the  case 
had  not  been  removed.  The  Smallpox  hospital  was  not  required. 

V\^a.ter  Supply. — There  has  been  a small  extension  of  the  mains  at  Arclid,  hut  there  are  several 
places  in  the  District  not  supplied.  The  chief  are  Mow  Cop  and  Mount  Pleasant  ; the  people  there  w'ould 
be  benefitted  by  a water  supply.  Then  Smallwood  is  badly  off,  particularly  Martin’s  Moss.  Hassall  Green 
will,  I think,  soon  get  a supply  from  Alsager.  Astbury  has  not  a good  supply. 

Cranage  is  badly  off  for  w'ater,  there  being  several  houses,  and  most  of  the  residents  having  to  carry 
water  from  the  Holmes  Chapel  spout. 

Sewage.  — Mow  Bank  and  Thurlwood  want  a system  of  drainage  ; at  Elworth  the  Outfall  Works 
are  not  giving  a good  effluent. 

The  Irrigation  Grounds  at  the  other  places  are  working  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies  Act. — 114  Milk  Sellers  are  on  the  Register.  These-  premises  have 
been  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  found  wholesome  and  clean.  10  have  been  reported  to  the  Council 
as  not  being  satisfactory  as  regards  their  buildings.  8 of  these  have  complied  with  the  instruclions  given 
them  and  2 are  pending. 

Tuberculosis  Act. —Every  case  that  is  reported  to  me  1 visit  and  give  instructions  as  to  the 
best  method  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  and  also  give  anything  necessary  in  the  shape  of  Sputum 
flasks  or  disinfectants.  I am  also  having  their  milk  supply  inspected  and  a sample  submitted  to  the 
Bacteriologist  as  I think  anything  that  can  be  done  to  stamp  out  this  White  Man’s  scourge  is  advisable. 


Factory  and  Workshops’  Act.— T'l'ere  are  78  on  the  register,  these  have  been  inspected 
regularly  and  found  clean  and  sanitary.  There  were  complaints  in  three  cases  but  these  were  remedied 
and  put  in  order. 

Mid  wives’  Act. — I am  constantly  inspecting  the  work  of  the  Midwives  of  the  District  and  have 
found  no  cause  of  complaint  They  comply  with  the  regulations  laid  down,  and  are  careful  and  clean  in 
their  work.  The  only  fault  I find  is  that  we  have  not  enough  in  the  district  : there  is  no  Midwife  at 
Smallwood,  none  at  Mow  Cop,  none  at  Goostrey,  (the  last  place  is  badly  in  need  of  one). 

No  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  occurred  this  year. 

Pollution  of  Rivers. — The  pollution  from  Birchenwood  Colliery  still  continues,  and  though 
the  Cheshire  County  Council  have  it  in  hand  and  are  trying  to  find  a means  of  stopping  it.  The  Birch- 
enwood Co.  are  doing  their  best  to  help  the  farmers  on  whom  the  loss  is  heaviest,  but  I hope  the  pollution 
will  be  stopped  soon. 

Wholesomeness  of  Food. — The  Inspector  and  I frequently  inspect  premises  where  meat  is 
sold,  but  we  have  not  found  any  meat  which  was  unfit  for  food.  No  samples  of  food  have  been  sent  for 
analysis  except  milk. 

Water  Closets  and  Privies. — A few  more  Water  Closets  have  been  added. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. — Only  13  new  Houses  have  been  built  this  year 

against  38  last  year.  313  houses  have  been  inspected  under  this  Act,  still  leaving  a large  number  to  be 
visited.  Holmes  Chapel.  Elworth  and  Astbury  are  short  of  Workmen’s  Cottages. 

Slaughter  Houses. — I'liese  have  been  inspected  and  found  clean  and  in  good  order.  In  a 
scattered  district  like  this  it  would  not  be  practicable  to  have  a Public  Slaughter  House.  Two  fresh  ones 

have  been  built,  1 at  Elworth  and  1 at  Breretoii.  This  makes  9 in  the  District. 

Scavenging. — This  is  done  by  Contractors  in  different  localities,  and  they  are  doing  their  work 
better  than  formerly. 

Lodging  Houses. — We  have  only  one  Registered  Lodging  House,  this  has  been  inspected  and 
found  clean  and  not  overcrowded. 

Bakehouses. — The  Bakehouses  in  the  District  have  been  visited  and  found  well  kept  and  sanitary 
No  Underground  Bakehouses  are  in  the  District. 

School  Closure. — The  Schools  were  closed  in  February  for  Whooping  Cough  at  Goostrey  and 
Wheelock,  and  for  German  Measles  at  Brereton.  The  Inspector  disinfected  the  schools  before  they  were 
re-opened  with  Formalin  Vapour. 

Inspector’s  Report. — The  Inspector  reports  that  he  has  made  8,188  visits  throughout  the 
District,  receivea  and  answered  742  letters,  reported  92  nuisances  to  the  Council,  and  regularly  inspected 
every  part  of  the  District,  he  has  visited  and  kept  under  observation  every  case  of  Infectious  Disease  and 
seen  that  no  case  was  being  exposed  to  the  danger  of  the  community,  disinfected  every  one  of  the  houseg 
on  recovery  or  removal  to  the  Sanatorium,  he  has  inspected  62  Canal  Boats  and  found  two  infringements 
which  were  want  of  painting  and  seen  that  they  were  put  right,  has  read  the  Water  Meters,  the  number 
of  which  are  steadily  increasing  every  quarter,  and  any  available  time  he  has  used  in  inspecting  houses 
under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act.
